Education and External Affairs. 

The purpose of the office is to 
chart guided educational and cul- 
tural trips for students, travelling 
as individuals or in groups, at the 
lowest possible rates. Arrange- 
ments are made for students to 
sleep in youth hostels, provided 
with all necesary comforts, at $1.60 
a night At the international cen- 
ters, visitors can spend two weeks 
for the cost of ISO. 

In 1048, two thousand university 
students profited of the organiza- 
tion's travelling plans. Last year 
this number increased to 18,000.

; ■ The Honourable Edouard Mcsson, a member 
of Quebec's Lcgislative^Ccuncil, JjQS. mode the 
dire propticcy tliot "CanSBa Avili' become a molt- 
ing pot with a single language and government," 
if our population reaches the expected 50,000,000 
by the century's end. 

He is reixjrted to have added that if such 
a calamity should fall on the Canadian nation, 
the representative of Her Majesty the Queen 
would be replaced by the President of the United 
Stats, ond that provincial legislotures would dis- 
appear. "And," he sold, "provincial legislatures 
ore the most powerful obstacles against Social - 
fern. Communism, and annexation." 

We think this prediction just a little far 
fetched, and even were it not, we disagree com- 
pletely with the implication mode that if should 
cause us to restrict immigration into Canada. 

Frankly we doubt if our national culture and 
institutions are in such great danger as M. Mas- 
son seems to think. The United States and Cana- 
da have both hod boom periods of immigration, 
and while the new elements hove inevitobly 



changed our notional texture to some extent, they 
have never effected such drastic changes as those 
M. Mosson fears. Canada and the United States 
have retained their federal chorocter; Canada is 
still a notion of two predominant cultures and 
two officiel languoges. 

Were the statistical predictions to which M 
Mosson refers based on anticipation of a huge 
immigration "boom" into Canada in the next 
few years, there might be some grounds for his 
pro()hecy. Based as they are on normal immigra- 
tion trends, it seems highly unlikely that anything 
so drastic will result. 

We certainly don't think M. Masson's exag- 
gerated prophecy is any justification for trying 
to keep Canada's population down by restricting 
immigration. 

Limit immigration, or restrict it into 
"acceptable" channels (by admitting only British 
ond French settlers), merely to keep our notional 
character as it was, is, and (to some) ever 
should be, strikes us os o policy of indefensible 
selfishness. J. M. F.

GIVES ANNUAL REPORT 



Diqtjirbe^. business conditions 
last ycÂr, and the highest level of 
unemployment since the war, had 
little effect on the employment of 
University graduates. 
• The demand for 1054 graduates 
again exceeded the available sup- 
plus, especially in the' fields of en- 
gineering and the applied sciences. 
The number of employers paying 
interviewing visits to the Univer- 
sity ëven increased slightly to set 
a new record high. 

Although the outlook for mem- 
bers of the graduating class re- 
mained exceptionally bright, the 
worsened employment situation 
was felt in two areas. Fewer older 
graduates were placed in new posi- 
tions, and summer employment for 
undergraduates became especially 
difficult ■ 

In every way students found it 
more difficult to 'secure summer 
jobs, and although nearly all stu- 
dents found some form of employ- 
ment, in the end, rates of pay were 
often lower than in previous years. 
It is expected that much the same 
situation will prevail next year. 

Most students sought by the 
various companies were for ordi- 
nary, routine work. But there were 
the exceptions. 

The McGill Placement Service 
has been' asked for translations 
from foreign languages, such as 
Russian, Japanese, German, Italian, 
and even Urdu, and has been suc- 
cessful in finding students in near- 
ly every case. In addition there 



have been requests for .students to 
act as part - time chauffeùrs,' to 
walk dogs, to act as models for art 
classes, subjects for psychological 
experiments, blood donors, male 
models for a men's style show, and 
hand' moulders of hot-cross buns. 
The curirent odd assignment is for 
someone to decipher Egyptian hier- 
oglyphics. . ■ ' 



George Ferguson 
Addresses Sludenis 

George Ferguson, Editor of the 
Montreal Star, stressed the sover- 
eignty of our press as its basis of 
independence, in an informal ad- 
dre^ delivered to the residents of 
Douglas Hall Wednesday night. 

Tracing the history of the'prcss 
in North America, he pointed out 
how the papers have fred them- 
selves, first from direct control by 
political parties and finally from 
the pressure of advertisers. 

Mr. Ferguson pointed out that 
the present day press tends to re- 
flect the thought of the right wing 
conservative owners, but this is 
tempered by the fact that they do 
have to interest a fairly extensive 
portion of the public in order to 
remain solvent. 

Mr. Ferguson said tha^ with the 
exception of publishing society 
news, the newspapers usuilly re- 
sist the pressure of the advertisers.
